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PREFACE

This  supplement  updates  the  1978  edition  of  Presidential 
Vetoes,  1789-19769  and  is  intended  to  provide  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  listing  of  vetoes  of  legislation  enacted  by  the  Congress 
from  the  95th  Congress  through  the  98th  Congress,  1977- 
1984.  It  follows  the  same  chronological  arrangement  and 
format  of  information  used  in  the  previous  edition.  It  also 
continues  the  numbering  system  of  that  edition;  the  identify¬ 
ing  number  assigned  to  the  first  veto  of  the  supplement  fol¬ 
lows  in  sequence  that  of  the  last  veto  in  the  1978  edition. 
References  in  the  index  are  to  these  numbers.  The  tabula¬ 
tion  of  vetoes  by  presidential  administration  has  been  updat¬ 
ed  to  include  those  of  President  Carter  and  President  Rea¬ 
gan’s  first  term. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  publication,  the  term  “regular  veto” 
is  used  to  indicate  the  action  of  the  President  when  he  disap¬ 
proves  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  and  returns  it  with  his  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  chamber  in  which  it  originated.  A  “pocket  veto” 
is  the  designation  applied  to  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  that 
failed  to  become  law  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  because 
the  President  withheld  his  signature  and  the  Congress  had 
adjourned  during  that  period  in  a  manner  to  prevent  its 
return. 

The  veto  power  is  established  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America: 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law, 
be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  If  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it, 
with  his  Objections  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  Objections  at  large  on 
their  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such 
Reconsideration  two  thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to 
pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  Objec¬ 
tions,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be 
reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  that 
House,  it  shall  become  a  Law.  But  in  all  such  Cases  the 
Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  Yeas  and 
Nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and

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against  the  Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each 
House  respectively.  If  any  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by 
the  President  within  ten  Days  (Sundays  excepted)  after 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  Same  shall  be  a 
Law,  in  like  Manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the 
Congress  by  their  Adjournment  prevent  its  Return,  in 
which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law.  Every  Order,  Resolu¬ 
tion,  or  Vote  to  which  the  Concurrence  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except 
on  a  question  of  Adjournment)  shall  be  presented  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the  Same 
shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  dis¬ 
approved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the 
Rules  and  Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

(Article  I,  Section  7,  clauses  2  and  3) 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  presidential  veto  power,  in¬ 
cluding  its  historical  background,  is  contained  in  Zinn’s  “The 
Veto  Power  of  the  President;”  2  other  useful  sources  include 
Mason’s  “The  Veto  Power,”  3  and  Congressional  Quarterly’s 
Guide  to  Congress .4 

The  primary  sources  for  this  compilation  were  the  Journal  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Journal  of  the  Senate, 
the  Congressional  Record,  Weekly  Compilation  of  Presidential 
Documents,  and  LEGIS,  the  Senate  legislative  information 
data  base.  Because  the  permanent  edition  of  the  Congression¬ 
al  Record  for  the  years  1981-1984  had  not  been  published  at 
the  time  of  printing,  this  booklet  cites  the  pages  of  the  daily 
editions  for  those  years;  it  should  be  noted  that  the  number¬ 
ing  of  the  pages  of  the  daily  edition  differs  from  that  of  the 
permanent  edition.  As  an  additional  aid,  citations  to  the 
Weekly  Compilation  of  Presidential  Documents  are  provided 
for  pocket  vetoes  for  which  the  President  had  issued  a 
memorandum  of  disapproval  subsequent  to  the  adjournment 
of  Congress. 

During  the  first  term  of  the  Reagan  administration,  a  con¬ 
troversy  arose  concerning  the  interpretation  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  provision  relating  to  the  pocket  veto.  The  issue  fo¬ 
cused  on  whether  or  not  an  intrasession  recess  prevented  the 
return  of  legislation  to  the  Congress  by  the  President  when 
the  Congress  had  appointed  officers  to  receive  messages.  The 
United  States  Court  of  Appeals  ruled  that  the  use  of  the 
pocket  veto  was  unconstitutional.  (Barnes  v.  Kline,  No.  84- 
5155  (D.C.  Cir.  Aug.  29,  1984)).  The  decision  reversed  a  March 
9,  1984,  U.S.  District  Court  ruling.  (582  F.  Supp.  163  (1984)). 
The  veto  in  question  (Veto  No.  2414)  is  treated  as  a  pocket 
veto  in  this  booklet  pending  resolution  of  the  case  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court;  a  petition  for  rehearing  had  been  filed  with  the 
District  Court  at  the  time  of  printing.  Further  details  of  this
